blind luck about the arrival of the survey at the timely moment. 
Republican leadership in Congress arranged to have its own 
report, by Congressmen with nothing to "sell." on hand when 
needed. 
The survey is the so-called "H erter Report." and is the work 
of the House Select Committee on Foreign Aid, of which the 
chairman is Rep. Christian A Herter, Massachusetts Republican. 


* 'W h ile the report is largely factual, and makes only a few 
mild suggestions for further study and inquiry, it contains the 
material to prove two points of immense importance to the 
Am erican people: 
First, the troubles now facing F.uropc are largely the 


result of the blunders of the governments of the nations 
in question since the war. 
Second, the purpose of the Marshall Plan is to make 


good these blunders, at the expense of the Am erican 
people, and thereby keep the blundering governments in 
power, 


Most of the troubles, it may be added, are largely due to too 


much Socialism in the European countries, and to attempts to 
apply watered down principles of Communism to problems 
which might have been met successfully by use of the free-enter­ 
prise system which built the United States to greatness.

This is only u minor part of the program, and is really the 
least troublesome part of it. hor one thing, while food is scarce 
in Europe, there is actually iii! immediate danger of starvation. 
lf it occurs, it will be localized, and the questions of transporta­ 
tion and careless administration of relief will be quite as much 
responsible as any scarcity of food itself. 
The food problem, indeed, could be handled most simply, 
without the need for any political hot-potato like the Marshall 
Plan, if that was the only thing involved. 
A special food-relief plan, similar to the Hoover hood pro­ 
gram after the first war, non-political and independent of the 
U. S. government itself, could easily be set up. For that matter, 
the Red Cross machinery could be used to administer all the 
food program. 
The only major complication in the food situation is that 
the dem ands upon us for more food (principally wheat) come 
at a time when tiur own wheat crop was a partial failure. I hrre- 
fore it is inevitable that food will be scarce on both sides of the 
Atlantic, and prices therefore are certain to be high.
